“Failure of newspaper publish- 
ers to live within the allowed 
usage in any quarter necessitates 
reference of all such cases to the 
WPB compliance division.” 

Not Acceptable Reasons. 

The agency stated it would not 
recommend granting extra paper 
for publication of special editions, 
nor would it grant additional ton 
nage to meet circulation § gains 


achieved through prize contests or | 


similar promotional campaigns. 

Under the original print paper 
curtailment order which went into 
effect January 1, newspapers were 
limited in each quarter to 100 per 
eent of the tonnage of paper used 
in printing their net paid circula- 
tion in the same quarter of 1941, 
plus three per cent for spoilage. 

It was hoped to reduce con- 
sumption about ten per cent by 
eliminating the printing of extra 
copies, unpaid circulation, and 
similar economies. This reduction 
was not accomplished, however, 
officials said, and a further cut 
was declared necessary. | 

The new curtailment does not 
apply to the first 25 tons of news- 
print for newspapers which use 
less than 500 tons a quarter. 

Curtailment Rates. 

The curtailment ranges from 2.5 
per cent for newspapers using up 
to 50 tons a quarter to five per 
cent for newspapers using 500 tons 
or more a quarter. 

The new amendment did not in 
clude the curtailment of inven- 
tories which was recommended by 
the advisory committee, but an 
Office of Price 
spokesman said this could be ex- 
pected within a short time.

All the consumers’ goods we 
saw in Tihwa came from Russia; 
the cars ’*2 rode in were Russian; 
the army we saw drove Russian 
tanks. But politics leans the prov- 
ince back toward China 

I dined with Governor Sheng in 
Tihwa,. and the Soviet consu! gen 
eral dined with us 

We toasted each other and 
three countries from which we 
came in Russian vodka and in 
Chinese rice wine, and there wa! 
no hint of anything cordial 
friendship between and 
China. 

But the next morning I had a 
private breakfast, at his sugges- 
with the Chinese governor, 
who once was sympathetic with 
the communists and of late has 
shifted his allegiance to General- 
issimo Chiang Kai-shek. 

The stories Governor Sheng told 
me of murder, intrigue, espionage, 
and counter-espionage sounded 
like a dime thriller and would 
have been incredible to an Ameri- 
can were it not for the evidence 
all about of suspicion and mystery. 

Obviously, one of our problems, 
when the war is over, will be to 
help China and Russia work out 
in e0-operation the common prop- 
lems thev face in Turkestan, near 
the roof oi the world in Asia. 

And that is another reason why 
l urge and urge agai the neces- 
sity of bringing China and Russia, 
the United States and Great Brit- 
ain, in common conference today 
to learn to work with each other 
while they fight. 

For if they do not there 
enough explosive powder in cén- 
tral Asia to blow the lid off the 
world again when the present 
fighting is over, 

The five-hour 
Trihwa to Lanchow, capital 
Kansu province, was *one of 
most remarkable laps of our flight 
around the world. 

Among the men who flew with 
our party over this rich but un- 
developed land and told me of its 
potentialities was Dr. Hollington 
(Hollv) V. Tong, China’s_ vice 
minister of information. Amer! 
can-educated and “one of the gen- 
eralissimos keenest instruments, 
as faithful as a dog and as clean 
as a dog's tooth,” as he was de- 
scribed to me,

Staggered hour effectiveness and co-operation of the pub- 
lic in Atlanta’s transportation problems are shown graphic- 
ally in a report of the third annual cordon traffic survey re- 
leased yesterday by Lieutenant Marvin Thomas, of the city

The checkup was made by 
scouts stationed at 41 points 
in the central business _ section, 
and showed that only 58,508 cars 
entered and 53,630 left the city in 
1943 from 6:30 a. m. until the 
count ended at 6:30 p. m.

A Serious Loss 

It is unwise to attempt to minimize the loss 
to the cause of the United Nations suffered by 
the death of the premier of the Polish govern- 
ment-in-exile, Wladyslaw Sikorski. He died, 
with 15 others, when the plane in which he 
was returning to England after he had spent 
a month with Polish troops in the Middle East, 
crashed just after leaving Gibraltar.

NAZI HOME PROPAGANDA WASHINGTON, 


has been apparent for 
time now that the Nazis are using an intensified “fear propaganda 
on the German people as a means of forestalling any possibility of 
a collapse on the home front. 

After torturing, pillaging and murdering millions of people in 
the war, the Nazi leaders are telling the Ger- 
mans they will be destroyed—Nazis and anti- 
Nazis alike—if the Axis nations lose. 

Nazi Propaganda Minister Goebbels is 
steadily pounding this line home to the Ger- 
man people. Realizing that their own necks 
are at stake, the Nazi leaders ure trying to 
save themselves by forcing the people through 
fear propaganda to support the war to the 
bitter end, 

In adopting this new 
Nazis have had to reverse themselves com- 
pletely. At the beginning of the war, the Ger- 
man people were told only the good, news. 
Unfavorable developments were withheld er- 
tirely or grossly distorted. 

The Nazi propagandists would tolerate no thesis other than final 
and complete victory, which was continually put forward as an 
immediate prospect. 

To show the extremes to which they have gone in the opposite 
direction, the Nazis are now telling the people practically every- 
thing. It is rather amazing, for example, to hear the Berlin radio 
putting on eyewitness accounts of the destruction wrought by 
Allied bombing raids on the Rhur region. In the beginning; all 
damage from bombings was carefully concealed from the public 
generally. Now they seem to be anxious for the people to know 
the worst. 


U-BOAT ADMISSION It is singular, also, that public ad- 


missions should be forthcoming from 
Admiral Donitz, head of the German U-boat fleet. that the sub- 
marine campaign against. Allied shipping has temporarily failed. 
By his own confession, the Germans sank only some 107,000 tons 
of shipping in June, as against claims of more than a million tons 
for one month only a short while ago. 

All of this fits into the new pattern of the Nazi propaganda line 
which first made its appearance at the time of Stalingrad. Hitler 
and Goebbels made no effort to conceal the magnitude of that dis- 
aster. Instead they sought to prepare the German people for the 
bad news by ordering a period of mourning and a series of dirges 
broadcast over the radio for home consumption. 

It was practically the same when the next major disaster over- 
took them in Tunisia, although the Germans in that case did seek 
to give the appearance of a certain measure of victory in their 
success in holding us up for several months. 


POLICY OF DEFEATISM  But-the whole tenor of Nazi prop- 

aganda since Stalingrad has been 
one of growing defeatism. The people are having it droned into 
them what an Axis defeat would mean to Germany. 

Goebbels has been compelled to resort to fear psychology asa 
means of driving the German people on to an unyielding oppo- 
sition. Unless they fight to the bitter end the German race will 
be destroyed, he is warning. 

No doubt all of this will serve to prolong the war beyond its 
normal limits. So long as the German people are sold to this idea 
there is little chance they may repeat the performance of 1918 and 
throw their leaders overboard. In that year, it is recalled, the 
Wilson Fourteen Points, which pledged certain guarantees to the 
German nation, are credited with having been a material factor 
in the collapse on the home front which brought about an imme- 
diate end to the war. 

The time seems opportune, therefore, for the Allied govern- 
ments to defeat the Goebbels fear propaganda line by stepping in 
with a declaration of their intentions as regards the German people 
in the postwar world. President Roosevelt and Prime Minister 
Churchill have adequately stated our purpose as regards the Axis 
leaders. We intend to bring them to just#*e for all of the bloody 
deeds and hideous crimes they have imposed by plunging the world 


into war, 
PLANS FOR AXIS PEOPLES But ro proper declaration has 
yet been forthcoming as to 
our purpose in dealing with the peoples of the Axis nations. Some 
among us no doubt think the world would be better off if the whole 
lot of them were exterminated like disease-infested rats. If the 
Poles and the Greeks and the Czechs, and probably the French, 
had their way, Germany would be made a slaughter house after 
the final Allied victory is won. 

We know, though, that more temporate policies will prevail, and 
that in the final accounting no punitive measures, however well 
deserved, will be meted out to the rank and file of the German 
people.

War I, which will have to do the dirty work. The infantry, no 
matter what retired colonels of cavalry may say, will be the gang 
which will nave to take the ground and hold it. 

When this is done, it is a pretty safe bet almost every square 
yard of European—and Asiatic—earth which is taken will feel. the 
imprint of feet which have trod the red earth of Georgia. Why and 
how? Simply because practically all the junior officers who will 
lead the platoons and companies of American infantrymen in battle 
have been trained for combat on Georgia soil. This training has 
been given them, is being given to them, every hour of every day 
at the largest, toughest, most efficient school in the world—the 
Infantry School located on some 200,000 acres of Georgia soil! at 
Fort Benning, that huge Army post which is named for a Con- 
federate general, just outside Columbus, Ga. 

Ever since the end of World War I, when T. I. S., as it is known 
in Army abbreviationese, was founded, this school has been doing 
a steadily more important job of training officers to lead combat units 
in the basic arm of the service. 


WAR EXPANSION — vears ago, when leaders of the 


Army saw clearly that real warfare was 
knocking at America’s gates, the Infantry School began to show what 
it really could do. Under the leadership of General Lloyd R. Freden- 
dall, the three-star commander of the Second Army, T. IL. S. began 
to expand faster than it is probable any business organization ever 
has expanded. The Army of the United States—the citizens’ Army 
which the draft Was raising—was growing astronomically. It had to 
have officers—-not only generals and colonels, but also most im- 
portantly lieutenants and captains, the junior officers who lead smal! 
units of men in that mad confusion which combat always is. To the 
Infantry School went the job of providing most of these new officers. 


So, two years ago, down to T. |. S. from West Point came Colone! 
Dick Coursey, a native Georgian who had made a brilliant record 
as an instructor at the Military Aeademy, to organize the course bv 
which men chosen from the ranks could-be transformed into officers 
in the short time of 13 weeks. No easy job was this. Much more did 
the junior infantry officer have to know in World War II than did 
the ‘90-day wonders” of World War I. In the years between, the 
science of war had sped up immeasurably, had branched out into 
new weapons and new tactics of which lieutenants in the first AEF 
never dreamed, 


THE FIRST CLASS Back in those spring days of 1941, when 


many Americans still hoped war would 
not knock at our door, Colonel Coursey and a picked group of 
officers started to work on the first class of some 200 men care- 
fully selected from the ranks. Thirteen weeks later, on a hot, bright 
midsummer day, this reporter saw those who made the grade—and 
most of them did—march proudly to the post theater and get their 
commissions as second lieutenants in the Army of the United States. 


That day marked a milestone in the expansion of the Army of 
the United States. From that day on, Colonel Coursey, with an 
ever increasing staff of assistants, including many who have come 
up from the ranks through the OC course, has been turning out 
steadily growing numbers of young officers to meet the needs of 
the expanding Army. At one time at least one new class was being 
received and one class being graduated every day. At that time, 
T. 1. S. was graduating more officers per day than it formerly grad- 
uated per year in peacetimes 

But this expansion was not made at the cost of lowering stand- 
ards. On the contrary, standards were being steadily raised to 
meet conditions of combat reported by T. 1. S. observers in every 
theater of action. First under General Fredendall, then under Gen- 
eral Omar N. Bradley, who commanded the troops which broke the 
Axis back in Tunisia; then under the present leadership of Major 
General Leven C, Allen and Brigadier General George H. Weems, 
academic and physical standards for the officer candidate course 
have been raised, made tougher, geared closer to the demands of 


this war. 
“MOST IMPORTANT PLACE” time, while doing 
this truly terrific job of 
transforming men from the ranks into officers, T. 1. S. also has 
been teaching advanced courses of officers all the way up to briga- 
dier general, has been sending out new instructional material to 
troops all over the world, and has been teaching communications 
and motor maintenance to enlisted men. All this has been done 
with an efficiency and a pressure which amazes educators who 
visit T. I. S. To such an extent did this impress a recent dis- 
tinguished educator that he wrote, upon returning to Harvard, “The 
Infantry School is perhaps the most important place in America.” 
What “the most important place in America” does and how it 
does it is a story of which every American can be proud. This 
will be told in a subsequent column.

But there isn’t room for all to live that way, even if they had 
enough money to buy equipment, and it isn't an efficient arrange- 
ment. 

Even in pioneer days, people had learned that everybody fares 
better in a land of specialists. The butcher, the baker, the candle- 
stick maker, the shipwright and the gunsmith devoted their energies 
to producing one thing, which they traded for things made by 
their neighbors. 

Specialists produce more wealth to be divided by all. One man 
may earn $50 a week making shoes, but if he had to produce every 
article his family eats, consumes or uses, starting with only the raw 
materials, it would take him years to produce what his $50 will buy. 

All men and nations specialize and exchange products because 
experience has proved this system profitable for all. 

We wish to do,. first and last, what is best for America—not to 
play Santa Claus for the world, yet not to cut off our own nose to 
spite our face. And these things we know. 

No rich man can live in his fine house in peace and security if 
his neighbors are lawless, impoverished and diseased. Prosperous 
and civilized customers are the most profitable to deal with. Busi- 
ness thrives best in an orderly community, and both duty and 
common sense require each member of the community to help 
maintain order.

A statistician in the War Food 
Administration figured that Amer- 
ican consumers in 1943, based an 
psychological wants and record 
purchasing power, would like to 
buy at least 160 pounds of meat 
per capita. The War Food Admin- 
istration cannot allocate more 
than 124 pounds per capita. Con- 
sumers will get 46 pounds of food 
fats, including butter, instead of 
the 55 they would like. They will 
get 5.7 pounds of cheese per capita 
instead of the seven for which 
they hanker.
